the animal forms adapt themselves 
to the environment and become 
large or small, milkers or beefers, 
according to feed, exposure er 
manipulation by the owner.

Like Topsy, they 
grew. Rich land and plenty of 
feed made big cattle; rough land 
and small feed made small cattle. 
The hairy Galloways, Shetlands 
and Kerrys are the result of the 
cold winds of the Scotch moun- 
tains; the mammoth Herefords, 
Sussex and Polled-Angus are the 
result of rich pastures and shel- 
tered valleys. The milk produc- 
tions of the Ayrshires, Red Polls, 
Jerseys, Alderneys, Guernseys and 
Kerrys is the result of milking in 
regions where butter and milk 1 
in demand, and where the soil is.

The 
chief value of “Cattle and Dairy 
Farming” lies in this, that it dem- | 
onstrates the law that nature forms 
breeds and man improves and 
modifies by selection and use; 

The beef breeds always originate 
on a good soil, and by selection and 
judicious crossing and feeding can 
be greatly improved. If feed is 
withheld and hard conditions de- 
veloped, the breed deteriorates. 
No record of fashionable breeding 
can keep up quality. The scrub | 
farmer can scrub any breed. The 
milk breeds may originate in rich 
land orpoor. The develepment of 
the milk quality beyond tne de- 
mands of the calf is purely a mat- 
ter of training. If the calf is al- 
lowed to run with the cow it is 
only a question of time when the 
milk-flow will accommodate itself 
to the demands. The quality of the 
milk and butter depends on the 
feed, not in one individual but from 
generations, until the habit of pro- 
ducing rich milk and butter or de- 
ficient is hereditary. The animal 
forms all the world over are deter- 
mined by their environment; hence, 
the importance of feed, shelter 
and care.

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THE National Board of Trade has 
alized Congress to so amend 
the naturalization laws that no 
person can be uaturalized and given 
the rights of citizenship who does 
not bear and display to the court 
applied to for naturalization papers | 
a duly. authenticated certificate 
from the customs officer setting 
forth the day of the arrival of such 
person, the place of ertry in this

reasonable objection to. making 
proof of the arrival. If made a 
matter of record at the port of en- 
try, a certificate can-always be pro- 
cured. That will set at rest any 
doubt whatever concerning tbe 
term of residence having expired, 
required as a probation by the law. 
For those coming out of adjacent 
foreign countries, as Mexico and 
Canada, and not passing through 
custom-houses, some different pro- 
vision would bave to be made. 
But some documentary proof of the 
date of entry ought to be required, 
or its equivalent. The frauds that 
have been perpetrated in the ab- 
sence of such pioof have been a 
burning scandal for years. The 
proposed amendments will effect- 
ually puta stop to them, and pre- 
vent any one acquiring the right to 
vote without having resided for the 
required probationary period in the 
country. 


JUDGE WELLS, of Carson, in a

Te- 
hama county was organized in 
1856; and about that time Judge 
Earll removed from Butte to Red 
Bluffs, quit mining, began the 
practice of law, and remained in 
Tehama county until he left Cali- 
fornia to reside in Nevada. Where- 
ever he resided on this coast, Judge 
Earll had the confidence and pro- 
found esteem of all his acquain- 
tauces, and not undeservedly so.

A Resolution for the Institution 
ot JudicialjProceedings Against 
Them. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—A resolution 
was introduced in the House yester- 
day by Representative Anderson, of 
Iowa, to authorize the institution of 
judicial proceedings against the var- 
ious Pacific railroad companies. ™3 
preamble contains the charges of mi

The Attorney-General is also directed 
to make an epplication to the United 
States courts for the appointment of 
receivers to manage the trusts. 


ANOTHER NANAIMO HORROR. 


Frightfal Explosion in the Wel- 
lington Celltiery. 
Vicroria, B. C., Jan. 24.—An explo- 
sion took place in No. 5 shaft of the 
Wellington colliery at8:45 A. u. There 
were about 150 men in the mine at the 


time, whites and Chinese. The ex- 
plosion was so violent that it wrecked 
the hoisting gear and blocked the bot- 
tom ofthe shaft for about 30 feet.

That the stock interests of the 
United States have suffered greatly 
from the presence of contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia during lete years 
no sane man will attempt to deny. 
There are a few clronic kickers 
who deny the existence of the dis- 
ease in the west, but none are so 
rash as to say the east is free from 
the plague, . 

Whether the Chicago and other 
western outbreaks were or were 
not pleuro-pneumonia makes no 
difference as to tue necessity of 
competent national legislation to 
cleanse the country. Having secur- 
ed lodgment in the east it is liable 
to secure a foot-hold in the west at 
any time. While the bureau of 
Animal Industry has done, and is 
still doing, all in its power to wipe 
out the disease, the fact remains 
that in a number of States the 
plague still lingers. The quaran- 
tine of*infected districts is a safe- 
guard, but escape is impossible. 
Hence, so long as a single infected 
animal remains anywhere within 
our broad domuins there is no ab- 
solnte safety. 

Either we must have new laws or 
amendments to those already in 
force so as to give full power to the 
constituted authority to deal in an 
heroic manner with all outbreaks 
and speedily relieve the country 
from the present great strain upon 
the cattleiudustry. Under proper 
laws the country can be purged in 
two years so as to open the mar- 
kets of the world to our cattle, 
thus adding ten dollars to the 
value of every member of the 
bovine race in the country. This 
item alone would aggregate over 
four hundred million dollars of in- 
increase to our herds, 

Can any member of Congress 
look this matter squarely in the 
face, realize the situation and refuse 
to vote the necessary relief? Not 
if he is an honest man and has the 
good of his consiituency at heart. 
There may be an honest difference 
of opinion as to how this relief is 
to be given, but on the fact of relief 
there can be no two opinions. The 
people have the right to demand, 
and they do demand of Congress 
the passage of the necessary laws 
to give us the relief prayed for. In 
just what form the measure shall 
be clothed is not so material as that 
it shall be strong and give full au- 
thority. 

A Washington telegram of Janu- 
ary 12th, is as follows: “The 
Senate Committee on Agriculiure 
gave a hearing this morning on 
Senator Palmer’s bill to extirpate 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia, foot 
and mouth disease and rinderpest 
among catile. Dr. Azel Ames, of 
Chicage, E. S. Wilson and C. P. 
Johnson, of the Illinois Board, and 
Congressman McShane, of Nebras- 
ka, and Delegate Carey, of Wyom- 
ing, appeared in support of the 
bill. Dr. Ames acted as spokes- 
man, in the absence of Maj. Towers, 
of Kansas City, President of the 
Consolidated Cattle Growers’ As- 
sociation. Dr. Ames said the bill 
differed in but one slight respect 
from the bill passed by the Senate 
last session and which was recom- 
mended for passage by the legisla- 
tures in eleven States and many 
Boards of Trade. The Government 
Bureau of Animal Industry has 
been in operation three years, and, 
in the opinion of those most inter- 
ested, has proved inadequate for 
the emergency. The march of the 
disease has been such that the 
Secretary of the Treasury had in- 
terdicted the importation of cattle 
from Scotland, whence much of the 
disease comes. In this country, 
east of the Alleghanies, a number 
of centers of the disease existed, 
and west of the Alleghanies, while 
there are no new centers of disease, 
it is believed there is serious dan- 
ger ofiis breaking out afresh. The 
fear was expressed that the disease 
might reach the ranges where it 
would be impossible to eradicate 
it. It was estimated that pleure- 
pneumonia among cattle had al- 
ready caused a loss of $20,000,000 to 
$30,000,000, besides a loss of $10 to 
$15 on each head of cattle exported 
to Great Britain. On the consti- 
tutional features of the bill a new 
point was urged, the Speaker 
maintaining that as six or seven 


States were quarantined a: ainst | 


each other on account of the dis- 


ease, it constituted such a hindrance 


to inter-State commerce as to war- 
rant Congressional action.”
